Henry 0. Mercer, Esq., of Doylestown, 


delivered an interesting lecture in Phila- 
delpnla last Friday on 'the early pottery 
of this county. The subject is one in 
which Mr. Mercer Is de aply Interested, 
and in the domain In whith. he has per- 
formed such efficient work for the Bucks 
County Historical Society in getting -to- 
gether a splendid collect ion of implement 
of all sorts used by the first'settlere oftfie 
county, the most unique and valuable 
collection of the kind in the State, if not 
In'the country. Mr. Mercer, in looking 
up the history of the potters who made 
ware in this county years ago. conceived 
the idea of reproducing tiles from old stove 
plates, and he now has specimen* of' artis- 
tic tiles that have attracted attention in 
New Yort, Boston and Philadelphia. 
He 


has established quite a pottery at hla home 
near Doylestown, at which the tiles find 
other interesting things are tranufactured 
from the native clay. 


There appeared in the Gazette last fall 


frequent reference to the sample road 
constructed here by E. G. Harrison, late 
of the National Bureau of Road Inquiry. 
It may be of interest to those who read 
the accounts of the experiment while the 
construction of the road was in progress to 
know that after several months of hard 
aeage.it is in splendid condition, smootn 
and hard and devoid of ruts At the time 
the tnoroughfare was constructed the funds 
donated for the purpose were exhausted be- 
fore Mr. Harrison had an opportunity to 
put on the top dressing and to roll the sur- 
face with a machine the government prom- 
ised to provide for the experiment, but in 
spite of this the road is in .excellent con- 
dition. The committee in charge of the 
work will soon publish a statement set- 
ting forth the coat of the road and other 
matters of intereut.

It appeared 
that the aggregate reduction all over the 
county amounted to about $800,000, and 
hat in single districts in some instances 
here had been reductions running from 
150,000 to $150,000*. While the reductions 
do not make such n tremendous difference 
out of 40 millions assessed, it is nererthe- 


the duty of the Board to Inquire into

Now the company proposes not 
only to go to the borough limits but far 
beyond and it will be interesting to note 
whether any undue obstructions are placed 
in the way. Some citizens are In favor of 
refusing trolley franchises to companies 
whose financial standing is doubtful, lest 
they be used for speculative purposes, and 
also to companies notoriously rich, le«t 
they be favoring a grasping monopoly. 
Therefore, H would be difficult to organize 
a company that would suit all round, so 
peculiar are. the views of some individuals. 
Attorney William O. Ryan, representing 
the company In question, will ask tor a 
special .meeting of oonnoil to bav« the 
matter of ordinance* pushed as rapidly at 
possible.

This is the first winter 
for five yaers that the large ice house has 
been filled, though a partial crop has been 
harvested a number of times during that 
period. What a full icehouse means to 
the town can only be appreciated by those 
residents who have lived here during the 
years when there has-been no ice cat on 
the pond and who have suffered the incon- 
venience of a shortage of ice during the 
summer months. Nor is that all. The ice 
harvest brings between five hundred and 
one thousand dollars into the town in 
wages during the winter months when, la- 
bor is but poorly employed and it also fur- 
nishes considerable employment- to labor 
during the following summer.

Death of John 0. Vandegrift. 


John G. Vandegrift died at his home in 


Eddington early Monday morning of gas- 
tiitis in the 67th 5 ear of his fine. 


Mr. Vandegrift was bo, n in Bensalem 


township on September 2,1831. 
Ho was 


a justice of the pence and a merchant at 
Eddington. Bis parents, Alfred and Cath- 
arine (Gibbs) Vandegrift, were natives of 
Bucks county and of German and English 
descent 
His father was a farmer all his 


life. The deceased, was one of the prom- 
inent men of Bucks county and took great 
interest in the public schools, and served 
for many years an school director,

Mary's Catholic Church, of Dovlestown, 
upon the other. 


Some time ago, the Doylestown Repub- 


lican recounted how the Doonan family 
had all passed away with tbe death of 
Catharine Doonan, wife of the testator, 
who died in Doylestown very recently. 


Patrick Doonan, after the death of his. 


three children, bad somebody write bis 
will, in which he left bis property to his, 
wife absolutely real and personal. He also 
directed that what was leEt of the estate at 
the death of his wife should go to St. 
Mary's Catholic Chuich, in Doylesttown, 
Be named hie wife as executrix. 
Here 


weie two contradictory features in the 
will, first that the estate should go to the 
wife absolutely, and secondly that tbe 
church should receive what she might 
leave. 


Catharine Doonan declined to accept the 


responsibility of acting as executrix, and 
the late^Francis Curley, of Doylestown, was 
granted letters of administration c. t. a. 
and settled the estate, which was trans- 
formed into personal property valued at 
the wife's death at about $2600. 
The 


affairs of the wife, in her declining years, 
were looked after by Miss Margaret Cur- 
ley, of Dovlestown, daughter of Francis 


urley, and when aged Cathnine died a 


few days ago, possessed of a little for- 
tune, Mies Cnrley. knowing that there 
were no heirs and that the aged woman had 
left no will, advised the State Department 
of tbe fact, believing the estate to-be 
eaeheatable.

90RRISTOWH LETTER. 


Editor Gazette:—That count; is for- 


tuniate, and I think yours is one, who has 
no member of the Legislature, who is 
anxious for more laws and f ot the crea- 
tion of more offices and officers. 
If any 


county in the State could show plausibility 
for another judge or a separate jury for 
an Orphans Court, it would certain!; bo, 
we would suppose, that count; that now 
has only one judge. We have two judges 
and yet a proposition is heard at Harris- 
burg to give us a third one. What a 
brilliant idea that is! It did not originate 
with our judges or the senior members of 
tbe Bar, or the people of the county, but 
It seems to have emanated from a vision, 
"some exultation, the divine insanity of 
noble minds, that never falters nor abates, 
but labors and endures and waits, till all 
that it farsees it finds or what It cannot 
find creates.-" If there is no necessity for 
a separate Orphans Court in Montgomery 
county we will create one? How? We 
will devise a plan to build a now court- 
house in the tear of the marble palace, 
and this will be a great paying invest- 
ment. In the new court house we will 
place three court rooms—in the second 
story. We will have two stories. Con- 
sultation rooms innumerable for seeing 
people and for the rehearsal of jokes. 
"Should you ask me, whence these stories? 
Whence these legends ind traditions, with 
the odors of the cigar, with the dew and 
damp of lawyers, I would answer I would 
tell you." these ate not bod rooms: these 
are court rooms; up stairs, because nearer 
to Heaven where there is purer vision and 
a holier atmosphere. Because we have 
planned a third court room we will, nolens 
volens, force the county to have a separate 
court and a new judge to hold this court. 
Of course no grand jury, no political par- 
tv, no meeting of the rnernbers of the 
Court and Bar, no mass meetine bos re- 
commended this, great reform, but it is 
conceived in the .brain of the seer that, as 
there is to be a third court room in the 
new court house in the rear, there must be 
a third court, and a third judge to hold 
that court—for what is a court room with- 
out a court; and what is a court without a 
judge? We ask the people of the Legis- 
lature to save us from a separate Orphans' 
Court. When our judges complain of be- 
ing overburdened witb business* we will 
grant them instant relief. 
Our Orphans' 


Court business is so simplified that our 
judges are not oppressed by it. 
Where it 


is nceessarv the court appoints an auditor 
to take testimony and the auditor suite the 
convenience of all the parties in Interest 
as to the time and place of meeting and 
we ore delighted with this mode of pro- 
cedure. 
But if we have a third judge to 


preside over a third court to be called an 
Orphans' Court all this convenient prac- 
tice will be abolished, and lawyers and 
heirs and legatees, administrators and exe- 
cutors will have to dance attendance on a 
separate court. The present judges will 
be bereft of their power to act in the Or- 
phans' Court, even so far as to grant a 
rule or issue an attachment; while tbe 
additional judge can not assist the present 
judges. It will be time enough to sub- 
mit to these burdens Ad restrictions when 
we are compelled to by the Constitution— 
till then give us a rest. Now, the several 
estates must bear their own expenses, as 
always hitherto. 
The rich man's estate 


is the only one that causes litigation; the 
poor man's estate is distributed now at 
nominal cost—the judges disposing of all 
questions without reference to an auditor. 
And why should taxpayers pay a judge 
and all the expenses of an extra court to 
adjudicate the estates of the millionaires 
and the wealthy who do not ask the favor? 
It is only to create a new office.

I am in favor of the granting of hotel 


licenses by the County Commissoiners— 
because the business is not judicial, and • 
the judges ought not to be burdened with 
it; but I am opposed to the appointment 
of three extra commissioners to do the 
work. Tbe associate judges in our county 
usually took the ruling band in the matter 
of granting licenses, and it worked very 
satisfactorily. 
But associate judges are 


now abolished in all judicial districts—ox- 
cept those composed of two or more coun- 
ties, where they are continued as of old. 
Arbitrary power ought never to be vested 
in one judge in a Republic. In all mat- 
ters judicial a judge may decide, but his 
decision is subject to exception and re- 
view before a full bench of a superior 
court. There is no such anomaly in our 
law as onerman power except in this mat- 
ter of granting and refusing licenses, 
wherein there is no appeal or redress. But 
the County Commissioners generally rep- 
resent all sections of the people by whom 
they are selected and are well acquainted 
and would be well qualified to grant and 
properly distribute the licenses. But wb; 
have-the Court appoint three extra com- 
missioners at $10 a da; each to do this 
work? It would be G delicate business for 
the judges to make these appointments. 
It is also not judicial, The County Com- 
misisoners are elected by tbe people and 
they should do the work.

It was not the love of the negro, 
admiration for his beaut; or high admira- 
tion for bis eminent abilities, that made 
tbe white race set him free by a long and 
bloody war. No. But it was because the 
ethiopian was enslaved, oppressed, denied 
tne ownership of his own life and children 
and was treated as a chattel, a horse, a 
cow, an ox or an ass. This created a sym- 
pathy and broke the yoke of bondage.

looks as if we would hav* to break it over 
again pretty soon.

Chsnge In Rsllra»d Plans. 


It is likely that the Pennsylvania Rail- 


road Company will not do as much work 
this year as it laid out to do, and the ex- 
penditure of money will be considerably 
less than agreed upon by tbe directors. It 
was thought that the bill for elevating the 
company's tracks would be acted on at 
this session of Congress, as well as for the 
construction of a new bridge to cross tbe 
Delaware river near Trenton. 


Both of these bills have passed the ion- 


ate, as well as the House, but in the latter 
amendments were tacked on to them 
which were objectionable to the officers 
of the company, and tbe bills were con- 
eeauently returned to the committee again 
to bo reported back. 


The bill for elevating tho tracks through 


Washington was so amended by the House 
that the company was compelled to erect 
a $1,500,000 station, and the Delaware 
Bridge bill, after it had passed the Senate, 
was so amended in the House that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Comany would ue 
compelled to give the right of way to any 
and all roads that may,at some future time 
wish to cross over the Delaware River at 
this point. 


In speaking of tbe amendment, an offi- 


cial of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany said that his company was not de- 
sirous of building a bridge for the use of 
another railroad^ and as It was not com- 
pelled to have a new bridge, it could get 
along very well with the resent one. It is 
believed, however, tnat this amendment 
will be stricken out, but that owing to the 
piess of business neither it nor tbe other 
bill will be acted on by this Oongtesa. 


The plans for the elevation of tbe tracks 


through Newark have been prepared, and 
within a few weeks work will be begun on 
this improvement. 


Chief Engineer Brown, of the Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad Comany, is reducing -the 
grades on the New York Division, and has 
let n contract to Ryan & Kelly for the 
change of line between Stelton and New 
Brunswick, This work requires cutting 
down an objectionable grade about n mile 
in length.
